oxygen into carbon dioxide. Then how is the oxygen in the atmosphere 
not exhausted? This is due to the process of photosynthesis in 
green plants during which they absorb carbon dioxide and release 
oxygen. At night, green plants use up oxygen from the air as we do. 

But during the day time they release so much oxygen as a result of 
photosynthesis that the amount of oxygen in the air remains the same, 
year in and year out,i.e. about one part of five of the air by volume.
